Some  of  the  more  expert  wiU  nearly 
keep  up  with  him  ;  and  carefully  listening,  they 
lepcat  the  letters  after  him  so  quick  that  they  al¬ 
most  speak  with  him.  He  repeats  the  same  pro¬ 
cess  again  and  again;  and  then  says,— ‘We  will 
now  try  the  words.’  He  goes  forward  rapidly 
*gaiii,.aitd  the  scholars  imitate  him  as  well  as  they 


The  teacher  has  an  exhibition  at  the  close,  and 
they  pretend  to  read  fluently,  words  which  they 
hare  caught  from  his  lips,  but  to  which  they  at¬ 
tach  not  die  shadow  of  meaning. 

Thus  the  scholars  have  spent  their  three 
months ;  and  instead  of  learning  to  read,  tliey  have 
oidy  learned,  parrot-like,  to  imitate  their  teacher; 
and  as  soon  as  he  is  gone,  all  their  knowledge  of  | 
reading  is  gone  with  it. 

The  teacher,  however,  thinks  he  has  found'oul 
an  admirable  system  of  teaching  to  read,  publish¬ 
es  a  book,  with  his  letters  and  rules,  and  lessons 
for  reading.  Others  follow  his  e.xample,  until  it 
comes  to  be  tliought  there  is  no  other  way  of 
Icariiing  to  read.  Book  after  book  comes  out,  all 
with  substantially  the  same  introduction,  only 
some  are  more  ingenious  than  others  in  their  dia¬ 
grams,  &c. 

•Vt  length,  one  more  discerning  than  the  rest, 
liegiiis  to  perceive  that  all  this  is  to  no  purpose ; 
that  to  learn  to  read,  scholars  must  take  up  one 
thing  at  a  time,  and  then  go  bn  step  by  step,  jirac- 
tUing  and  trying  their  skill  by  themselves,  and 
then,  after  a  long  time,  they  may  be  made  good 
readers.  This  now  plan  recommends  itself  to 
, every  one,  and  all  are  anxious  for  its  immediate 
adoption.  The  iiew-metliod  teacher  takes  a  class 
of  children  who  are  teachable  and  patient,  and  af¬ 
ter  two  or  three  yeai-s,  makes  tolerable  readers  of  | 
them.  Some,  who  have  learned  after  thfe  old 
method,  and  other  adults  who  have  not  learned  at 
*11,  enqiloy  the  new-niethod  teacher,  for  three 
mouths,  determined  that  they  will  learn.  The 
usacher  begins,  as  he  did  with  the  children,  and 
die  first  night  teaches  them  a  part  of  the  letters. 
Tlio  next  night  they  learn  the  remainder.  The 
third  they  begin  syllables  of  two  letters,  and 
This,  all  say,  is  the  way  to  learn  to  read.

Beginning  with  and ‘pursuing  this  course,  it  is 
astonishing  to  what  a  degree  of  promptness,  ac¬ 
curacy  and  good  mste,  Mr  Mason  has  brought  hU 
pupils  to  sing.  The  class  which  has  now  leftjiis 
schools,  consistii^  of  youths  from  1-3  to  16  or  18 
years  of  age,  can  sing  more  accurately,  and  read 
diCcult  music,  than  any  body  of 
singers  found  in  our  church  choirs. 

What  can  be  more  surprising  than  for  a  little 
girl  7  or  8  years  old,  to  stand  up  in  a  lai'ge  chm-ch 
before ’an  assembled  audience^  and  alope  sing  cor¬ 
rectly  and  understaidingly,  as  was  lately  done  in 
the  Brattle  St.  and  Trinity  churches?  Again 
what  a  sight,  to  bekpld  300  children  perform  all 
of  music,  in  parts,  and  even  rounds  all  in 
perfect  time  and  tune.  All  appears  perfectly 
simple  and  easy  to  one  not  acquainted  with  the 
difiiculties;  but  thus  to  train  untutored  children 
to  sing,  requires  a  perfection  of  system  and  a  skill 
of  teaching,  sufficient  to  command  not  only  our 
esteem  for  the  man  who  has  accomplished  it,  but 
admiration.  We  hope  these  concerts  may  be 
repeated  in  every  church  in  Boston,  until  all  may 
see  how  much  tiiis  community  is  indebted 
Mason,  for  breaking  up  the  old  superficial  mode  of  | 
learning  to  sing  and.  for  liis  untiring  zeal  and 
well  regulated  skill  in  successfully  introducing  the 
new.  The  public  and  particularly  parents  know 
little  their  obligation  to  him.  The  full  amount  of  | 
their  indebtedness,  they  can  never  know ;  for :

Mr.  Editor. — I  beg  the  privilege  of  a  little 
corner  of  your  valuable  paper,  to  tell  what  one 
can  do  for  the  cause  of  benevolence  ;  that  the  ex- 
itnple,  if  it  is  a  good  one,  may  lead  others  to  in¬ 
quire  r^pecting  their  own  duty;  or,  if  the  exam- 
ample  is  not  good,  tliat  frofn  some  quarter  I  may 
be  enlightened  in  regard  to  duty. 

I  have  been,  and  still  am  poor,  in  a  very  com- 
on  acceptation  of  the  word.  My  business 
brings  me  but  small  gains  in  comparison  witli  die 
expense  of  supportmg  a  family  in  this  place  [  a 
town  fiw  down  eastf  The  maintainance  of  my 
fiumly  is  dependent  humanly  speaking,  on  my 
health  and  activity,  and  should  it  please  our 
Heavenly  Father  to  remove  me  from  them,  niy 
estate  would  not  probably  secure  to  them  more 
than  §  300  or  $  400,  alter  canceling  mv'  debts. 

My  mind,  for  years  past,  has  been  turned  to  the 
claims  of  the  spiritually  famishing,  on  my  Chris¬ 
tian  sympathy  and  beneficence.  But  what  could 
1  do  ?  1  was  iKior  and  in  debt,  ‘  Had  the  perisli- 
iug  therefore  any  claims  on  me  for  pecuniary 
assistance  in  supplying  their  wants  ?  I  could  not 
satisfy  myself  that  they  had  not.  I  prayed  for . 
light.  May  God  forgive  me,  that  Lao  ldn%  diurl 
my  eyes  against  it,  after  be  showed  it  to  me.  At 
length,  however,  I.  came  very  deliberately  to  the 
conclusion,  that  ‘  loving  my  neighbor  as  myself.’’ 
required  me  actually  to  deny  myself  of  some  t«m- 
poral  comforts,  in  order  to  aid  in  relieving  the 
spiritual  wants  of  my  fellow  men.  You  may  per¬ 
haps  be  astonished,  as  I  am  myself,  at  my  igio- 
rance  of  this  fust  principle  of  the  gospel,  tiat 
self  denifd  for  the  good  of  others  is  a  duty.  I  htpie 
tliat  my  eyes  are  now  open,  pn  this  subject,  ind 
that  I  shall  no  longer  tremble,  as  I  am  conscpus 
of  having  done,  wlien  considering  where  this 
pirincipal  would  lead  me.  I  fear  that  there  a 
many  .in  the  Chri.stian  church  who  are  now  s 
tuated  by  similar  feelings, — ^who,  when  the  inqii 
arises  in  their  minds,  ‘  how  would  1  be  done  by, 
were  I  in  the  place  of  those  who  are  pierishinj  in 
ignorance  of  tlie  Savior  ?’  dare  not  answer  the 
question  even  to  their  own  consciences,  lett  it 
should  call  too  loudly  forsacrifices  and  self  daiial, 
from  which  they  shrink.  But  we  must  inaite  a 
serious  business  of  inquiring  into  the  whole  ex¬ 
tent  of  oifr  duty,  or  we  shall  fail  of  exerting  that 
efficient  instrumentality  in  sending  the  gospel  to 
file  destitute  for  whicli  every  Christian  is  respon¬ 
sible.  I  am  satisfied  by  uiy  own  experience,  that 
in  regard  to  the  raising  of  money  for  tins  work, 
more,  vastly  more  may  be  done,  than  Christians 
generally  tliink  of. 

Since  1  began  to  look  at  the  subject  in  tlie  light 
Of  the  Bible,  and  not  iu  that  of  any  example 
which  I  have  seen,  I  liave  given  to  various  relig¬ 
ious  charities,  notwithstanding  very  straitened 
circumstances,  $  40  or  $50,  a  year.  This 
haps  four  or  five  times  as  mucti  as  I  used  t 
tent  myself  with  doing  before  that  time.  Do  jnu 
ask  how  1  liave  been  able  to  do  this?  One  ac¬ 
quainted  with  my  situation,  would  siqipose  that  I 
could  not  have  dohe  this,  unless  it  had  been  by 
neglecting  other,  and  more  imperious  claims. 
But  what  I  state  is  a  fact,  and  I  will  tell  you  how 
I  did  it,  aud  then  you  and  others  may  judge 
whether  it  was  done  to  the  injury  of  any  one,  or 
to  file  neglect  of  any  incumbent  duty.  The  whole 
amount  which  myself  and  family  havecoiitrihutP(J>r 
to  benevolent  objects, is  raised  by  retrengliiiicry(Lon 
what  all  our  neighbors  consider  the  nece^rfeiy  ex¬ 
penses  of  a  family  in  our  cireuinst^osfices.  The  [ 
greater  pai't  has  been  saved  by  djj-fliyiiig  ourselves 
of  rich  luxuries  of  the  toA/ejrf’are  almost  univer-  ! 
sally  indulged  in,  at  least^^n  the  country,  through¬ 
out  New  England,  jpo  be  more  iiartieiilnr,  we 
liave  abandoned  tl^  use  of  butler,  lea  and  coffee 
chocolate  &e.  wj^i  their  appurtenances.  Our 
family  coiisisUi^f  four,  aud  sometimes  of  five 
^niy  this  very  simple,  (  ami.  if  I  may 
^vY,  I  will  add,  heolthl'ul  and  dcliglii- 
'.d  )  of  retrenchment,  we  have  made  an 
- -ving  of  from  $35  to  $45  a  year,  at  a  very 
(Tlerato  calculation.  In  this  way,  we  have  been 
Cble  to  aid  enterprises  of  Christian  benevolence 
willi  a  liberality,  wliich,  witli  lamilies  in  our  con¬ 
dition  in  life,  is  unusual,  at  least,  iu  this  viciriity, 
and  which  would  otherwise  have  been'  altogether 
bevoud  our  means.  But  have  we  done  right  ?  I 
hayc  not  been  led  to  doubt  as  to  thi.«,  by  anything 
which  I  have  seen  in  the  word  of  God,  but  hy  the 
conduct  of  my  neighbors,  concerning  some  of] 
whom,  I  might  sincerely  say,  that  I  feel  unworthy 
to  sit  at  their  feel  in  the  church  of  Christ.  For 
e.xample,  there  is  brother  W.  my  next  door  ueigh- 
bi»r.  There  is  no  one  in  our  church,  iiiore  high¬ 
ly  or  more  deservedly  esteemed  fur  wurin-hoarted 
piiety  than  he.  His  circumstances  are  much  like 
my  own,  except  fiiat  he  has  the  advantage  of  me 
ill  being  free  from  debt  He  loves  the  cause  of  I 
Christ  as  I  have  no  doubt,  and  he  does  more  to  ' 
promote  it  tlian  any  other  meniher  of  our  church. 

I  presume  that  his  charities  would  not  fall  far 
short  of  $70  or  $80  a  year.  But  the  luxuries 
which  niy  deliberate '  convictions  of  duty  have 
compelled  me  to  lay  aside,  arc  used  freely  in  his 
family,  by  all  its  menibera.  1  should  run  no  risk 
of  loss,  by  giving  $50,  for  wliat  he  expends  for 
these  lu.xuries  yearly.  And  yet,  from  his  conver¬ 
sation,  I  iloubt  whether  he  ever  tliinks  of  fiiero 
being  any  impiropriety  in  his  manner  of  living. 
Then  there  is  ray  neighbor  on  the  other  side, 
Dcae.  X.,  a  good  man,  I  catinot  doubt  He  is 
really  poor,  and  his  poverty  excuses  him  in  tjie 
view  of  his  brefiircn  generally,  from  giving  to  ob¬ 
jects  of  benevolence.  But  the  yearly  cost  of  the 
above  named  luxuries,  which  are  used  iu  his 
family,  and  of  the  tobacco  and  snuff  consumed  by 
him  "and  his  wife,  would  as  I  verily  believe, 
more  than  meet  the  expense  of  my  family  for 
all  our  bread  stuffs  during  the  same  period.

State  of  the  Church.  The  revival  to  which  I 
refer,  continued,  without  iiiueli  ahaleincm,  for  sev- 
earl  months.  At  length,  symptoms  of  declension, 
that  feariiil  plague  of  the  ehureh,  began  to  he  felt 
and  manifested.  From  about  the  eoinmenceiiienl 
of  tlie  year  1833,  to  the  hegimiing  of  October  lust, 
the  religious  slate  of  filings  liere  was  somewhat 
gloomy  and  threatening.  Discord  l«;tWBen  indi¬ 
vidual  brethren,  iu  connection  with  the  general 
prevalence  of  slupiditj',  like  a  laud  cancer,  preyed 
upon  the  vital  energies  of  tlic  church.  During 
this  [leriod  of  depression  mid  conflict,  liowever, 
one  encouraging  circuinslunce  remniried.  Some 
of  the  brethren  felt  deeply  the  crime  and  hazard  iu 
wliieh  we  were  involved,  mid  sighed,  and  prayed, 
and  struggled  for  returning  light  mid  life. 

I’lioTRACTED  MEETING.  Alter  Setting  apart, 
and  oh-serving  seasons  for  humiliation  and  prayer, 

— visifuig  most  ol’ the  families  ol  the  hrcllireiquiid 
praying  with  them,  it  was  proposed  that  the 
neiglihoriug  clergy  mid  eliurclies  should  he  invileil 
ill  to  our  aid.  Accordingly,  a  protracted  nieeting 
was  appointed  here,  to  eoumieiiec  on  the  14th  ol 
October,  and  to  continue  indefinitely,  as  eirciiiii- 
stances  might  dictate.  This  series  of  religious 
meetings  was  coiitiiiueil  eight  days,  mid  was  evi¬ 
dently  attended  with  the  special  presence  and 
benediction  of  the  great  liead  ot  the  church.  A 
number  of  our  brethren  in  the  ministry  kindly 
aftbrded  tlieir  labors.  Divine  truth  was  iircsemed 
to  a  listeiiiug  audieucc,  from  day  to  day,  in  a  very 
plain  aud  powerful  inmiuer.  Oliristiau  professors, 
some  of  file  first  days,  were  particularly  addressed, 
and  not  without  gopd  eft'ect.  The  Holy  Spirit

^iful  frivolity'  and  auiusenieut,  which  his  situa¬ 
tion  as  a  member  of  fashionable  societv  furnished 
mm  with  abundant  op|)ortuniiies  of  liequentiuT. 
His  mind,  at  tlie  period  of  his  return  home,  w^ 
turned  towards  the  ministry,  but  finding  that  the 
proposal  was  a  great  disap^iutiiient  to  bis  father, 
wlio  wisheil  him  to  (lursue  the  .same  profession  he 
had  himself  been  educated  for,  he  reluctantly  re¬ 
linquished  il,  though  with  his  usual  promptness 
and  deference  to  iho  judgment  of  his  frarenLs.

vation,  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.’ 
Ill  183-1'he  was  a|i|)ointcd  to  deliver  an  oration 
before  the  Erodelphiaii  Society,  Miami  Uii.  Ox. 
Ohio,  and  left  liis  native  city  to  fulfil  this  engage¬ 
ment  and  to  deliver  an  address  before  the  College 
of  Teacliers  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  as  well  as  to  visit 
Ids  brother,  resident  in  that  state.  He  was  (ler- 
niilted  to  accom|ilisli  all  llie.se  designs,  and  left 
Cincinnati,  on  the  lOtli  Oet.,  to  go  to  Coliiralius, 
where  Judge  Grimke  was  to  meet  him ;  but  he 
was  taken  ill  on  die  11th  in  the  stage,  and 
obliged  to  aio()  24  miles  short  of  that  jilace. 
hrotiier,  (Judge  Grimke,  ol  Ohio,)  irmiiediately 
hastened  to  him,  but  all  that  aftection  and  skill 
could  do  were  unavuiliiig ;  God  bad  sent  liis  mes¬ 
senger  forth  lo  summon  one  of  tlie  purest  spirits 
to  the  mansions  of  eternal  bliss.  After  a  ra|)id 
illness  of  12  hours.  His  useful  life  was  closed  in 
peace ;  so  calm  were  his  last  mofiients,  that  he 
died  as  if  be  bad  fallen  into  a  sweet  and  gentle 

His  labors  in  the  temperance  reformation  ar 
thus  spoken  of  at  a  meeting  of  the  ‘  Cliarlesto: 
Temperance  Society,’  and  the  Young  Men’ 
Temperance  Society,  convened  on  the  occasion 
of  his  decease.  ‘  It  may  with  truth  be  said  tliat 
he  was  enipliaticaily  tlie  fatlier  of  tlie  temperance 
niovemeut  in  South'^ Cai’oliiia.  Even  before  it  had 
acquired  many  signal  triumphs  in  the  regiou  of 
its  origin,  his  mind,  with  characteristic  instioct, 
fierceived  from  afar  the  vital  importance,  the  glo¬ 
rious  beauty  and  blessedness  of  the  cause.  We 
confidently  believe  he  was  the  very  firet 
start  the  subject  in  this  comnninity ;  but  whether 
he  suggested  it  to  others,  or  others  to  him,  certain 
it  is,  that  witli  his  usual  ardor  and  activity,  lie 
immediately  began  to  urge  it  upon  the  public 
mind.  His  name  stands  at  the  head  of  the  sub¬ 
scribers  to  file  origiual  Temperance  Society,  wliicli 
he  was  mainly  instrumental  in  forming,  and  whose 
constitution  was  drawn  up  by  his  own  hand.  In 
city  of  the  Union  was  the  temperance  reforma- 
n  probably  encountered  with  so  universal  a 
shout  of  incredulity  and  scorn,  as  in  Charleston  ; 
yet  hoping  against  hope,  and  toiling  against  the 
stream,  he  persevered  until  be  was  rewarded  by 
seeiiigthe  fruits  of  his  exertions  multiplying  around 
hi.’ji.’  Encouraged  by  his  auspices,  and  not  a 
little  indebted  to  bis  assistance,  the  ‘Young  Men’s 
Tenijierance  Society’  arose  and  has  been  making 
humble,  quiet,  but  constant  progress  ;  and  there 
■  e  no  question  but  that  the  use  of  ardent  spir- 
this  community,  was  very  much  diminished 
by  his  exertions.’  | 

But  while  it  was  his  unbending  aim  to  follow' ! 
the  footsteps  of  his  great  Master  in  every  work  of 
benevolence  and  love  ;  while  no  public  charity  of 
the  day,  no  reasonable  project  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  mankind,  ever  appealed  to  liis  heart  or 
his  purse  in  vain,  yet  if  he  knew  any  preference 
ill  his  philanthropic  exertions  for  the  benefit  of  liis 
fellow  men,  that  preference  leaned  towards  the 
holy  cause  of  Peace;  to  promote  this,  was  his 
pre-eminent  desire,  for  he  believed  that  if  the 
[jrecepts  of  the  sermon  on  the  mount  were  really 
embraced  and  practised,  then,  and  not  till  then, 
would  the  Redeemer  reign  in  the  hearts  of  his 
creatures,  and  the  earth  and  the  fulness  thereof  be 
the  Lord’s.  ‘If,’  he  o.uce  observed,  ‘  the  heart  is 
tboronghiy  imboed  with  the  lovely  princijiles  of 
peace,  tbeir  sweet  influence  will  be  seen  and  felt 
in  the  domesiic  circle ;  for  gentit'.ness,  humility  * 
and  love  are  their  natural  oflfepriiig.  The  ; 
peace  cannot  indulge  an  impatient  spirit, 
haps  the  commencement  of  this  padual  work 
may  be  traced  to  an  early  period  of  hta  life ;  when 
he  was  a  very  young  man,  he  fearlessly  avowed 
his  disapprobation  of  the  practice  of  dueling, 
openly  declared  that  there  was  more  moral  c 
age  in  refusing  a  challenge,  tlian  in  accejiting  i 
and  although  it  was  well  known  that  he  never 
would  thus'violate  the  commands  of  his  Creator, 
no  man  of  his  age  commanded  more  respect.  In¬ 
deed  it  was  observed  by  a  celebrated  southerner, 
in  reference  to  this  subject,  that  ‘  Thomas  S. 
Grimke  was  the  only  man  in  the  state  who  dared 
refuse  a  cjiallenge,  and  who.se  reputation  would 
not  be  imjiaired  by  doing  so.’  The  subject  of 
peace,  however,  did  not  arrest  his  attention  par¬ 
ticularly,  until  within  a  few  years ;  but  when 
once  he  perceived  its  intimate  connection  with 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  he  embraced  it  with  all 
hig  wonted  energy ;  yet  he  embraced  it  not  with- 
^j),  tliorough  and  prayerful  examination,

Another  ground  of  our  fear  is  tlie  dearth  of  re¬ 
vivals  OF  RELIGION-.  The  cliuich  seems  to  be 
asleep,  and  uiicoiiscious  of  danger.  It  was  while 
man  slept  tlint  the  enemy  sowed  tares.  So  while 
Christians  sleep,  princi|iles  subversive  of  all  true 
religion,  are  silently  hut  firmly  taking  possession 
of  the  breasts  of  many.  Would  that  Christians, 
who  nre  lialf  resolved  to  awake  and  do  their  duty, 
would  con.sider  this,  and  secure  the  ground  which 
is  yet  unoceu|tied  by  the  enemy. 

Our  third  ground  of  fear  is  t'lje  unparaUded  ef-  j 
forts  now  making  to  establish  popery  in  these 
United  States.  Although  the  papists  have  not  as ! 
yet  a  single  institution  in  our  state,  we  may  safely 
predict  that  they  will  be  among  us  soon.  They 
wish  to  secure  the  outposts  firsL  Our  state  on 
account  of  its  location,  in  tlie  interior  of  the  great 
mifey,  may  he  the  last  to  attract  tbeir  attention. 
But  let  them  secure  the  more  iiiifiortant  places 
around  us,  and  they  will  then  be  able  more  effec¬ 
tually  to  push  their  victories  into  otir  state. 

Again,  we  fear,  because  our  hands  art  stained  \ 
ivUh  the  guilt  of  Slavery  ;  and  we  see  but  little  ef¬ 
fort  made  to  wash  the  foul  st 
just.  And  Sliould  he  for  this  single 
ns,  by  permitting  us  to  experience  all  the  horroi-s 
of  the  inqui»tion,  who  would  say  that  we  suffered 
unjustly  ?  The  internal  slave  trade  is  now  carried 
on  even  in  East  Tennessee,  to  a  most  shameful 
tent.  We  could  state  some  painful  facts  on  t...„ 
subject,  and  perhaps  may  do  so  hereafter.  'The 
cries  of  the  oppressed  have  entered  into  the  ears 
of  the  Lord,  and  his  wrath  is  already  waxing  hot 
against  us.  When  will  the  people  be  wise  ?  When 
will  Christians  awake  ?  We  fear  not  until  God 
shall  awaken  us  and  teach  us  wisdom  by  bis  judg¬ 
ments;  and  until  the  feeble  harriers  of  virtue  now 
erected  shall  have  been  swept  away  by  the  over¬ 
flowing  floods  of  papal  superstition  and  papal 
power.
